To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Ninth  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  Children  attending 
our  Public  Elementary  Schools,  which  I submit  herewith,  has  been  curtailed 
even  further  than  my  last  report  in  view  of  the  continued  necessity  for 
economy,  but  I have  endeavoured  to  include  all  matter  essential  for  a 
permanent  record  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 

Mention  should  particularly  lie  drawn  also  to  the  arrangements 
whereby  District  Nurses  are  now  closely  associated  with  this  branch  of 
work  ; such  association  should  in  time  result  in  great  advantage  from  the 
fact  that  in  all  parts  of  the  County  which  have  the  advantage  of  the  services 
of  District  Nurses  there  will  be  a trained  nurse  to  whom  Teachers  can  look 
for  help  as  occasion  requires.  (See  p.  6). 

The  scheme  for  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  initiated  in  1914  was 
carried  out  as  successfully  during  1916  as  in  the  previous  year  and  continues 
to  give  very  great  satisfaction  ; details  thereof  will  be  found  on  pp.  1.3-15. 

It  has  not  proved  practicable  to  develope  the  scheme  of  treatment 
beyond  that  already  arranged,  but  the  present  system  of  following  up  cases 
shows  even  slightly  better  results  than  in  previous  years,  and  grateful 
acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Children’s  Care  Committees  who  quietly, 
but  efficiently,  have  helped  in  securing  the  treatment  of  children.

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The  whole-time  staff  at  the  end  of  (lie  year  included 
Miss  Boyd,  Miss  Dyer,  Miss  Oriffiths,  Miss  Mason,  Miss 
Powell  and  Miss  Tipton.  On  the  1st  October,  1916, 
a Scheme  for  the  Co-ordination  of  Nursing  was  brought 
into  operation  whereby  the  whole-time  Nurses  in  addition 
to  work  in  connection  with  the  schools  and  visiting  cases  of 
tuberculosis  undertook  Health  Visiting : at  the  same  time 
District  Nurses  whose  Committees  wished  to  be  associated 
in  the  scheme  commenced  school  work.  At  the  present 
time  the  numbers  of  Nurses  employed  are 

County  Nurses — 7 (including  one  undertaking  Health 
and  Tuberculosis  Visiting  only). 

District  Nurses — 75. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  scheme  the  County  has  been 
divided  into  six  areas  in  each  of  which  one  of  the  whole- 
time County  Nurses  is  responsible  for  the  due  performance 
of  the  three  branches  of  the  work,  superintending  the  work 
of  the  District  Nurses  in  her  area,  and  carrying  out  the 
detailed  duties  in  places  where  there  is  no  District  Nurse. 
The  scheme  has  been  in  operation  too  short  a time  for 
much  experience  to  be  gained  as  so  many  of  the  nurses  are 
new  to  the  work.  Cenerallv,  however,  it  may  be  said  that 
many  of  the  District  Nurses  are  very  keen  and  have  done 
useful  work  in  securing  the  treatment  of  children,  and  that, 
when  they  know  better  what  is  required,  there  is  promise 
of  more  effective  work  in  the  future.  One  great  advantage 
resulting  from  the  co-ordination  is  that  in  approximately 
one-third  of  the  County  there  is  a resident  nurse  engaged 

o o 

in  school  work  to  whom  cases  can  be  referred  at  any  time. 
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Scope  of  Work. 

With  the  reduction  in  the  Medical  Staff,  the  scope  of  the 
work  practicable  has  necessarily  been  reduced  and  from 
February,  of  code  groups  only  entrants  have  been  inspected, 
but  all  special  children  have  been  examined  and  re-examined 
as  usual.  The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  calendar 
year  was  10,921,  about  *>,000  less  than  in  1915.

special  cards  have  been  provided,  in  attendance  at  the 
schools  during  the  year,  was  about  0,250,  i.e.,  14  °io  of  the 
children  on  the  registers. 

The  grouping  of  the  children  examined  as  routine 
according  to  age  is  given  in  the  table  of  heights  and 
weights  (Table  A ). 

Appliances. 

As  usual,  the  steel-yards  were  tested  by  the  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  September,  1916:  it  was  found 
that  only  such  small  matters  as  “ poise-nib  filed  and 
adjusted  ” needed  attention.  Throughout  the  eight  years 
these  steel-yards  have  been  in  use,  they  have  proved  very 
reliable. 

Condition  of  the  Children. 

The  summary  of  the  findings  of  the  inspections  during 
the  eighth  round  of  the  schools  is  given  in  the  table  at  the 
end  of  this  Report.  As  a general  result,  of  the  9,456 
children  examined  as  routine,  5,969  or  63.1  °jo  were  classed 
as  normal.  This  is  the  highest  proportion  in  any  year,  the 
previous  per  centage  having  been  only  slightly  over  40  at 
any  time.  Also,  t lie  proportion  of  routine  children  for 
whom  the  parents  were  recommended  to  consult  their 
doctors,  dropped  from  an  average  of  about  10  °jo  to  less 
than  7 °/o  \ in  1916.  The  average  height  and  weight  of  the 
children  were  about  the  same  as  those  for  the  eight  years  of 
which  1 have  records  (see  Table  A).  As  regards  the 
individual  conditions,  the  figures  show  certain  variations 
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but  not  of  sufficient  importance  for  special  attention  to 
be  drawn  to  them  at  the  present  time.  Mention  may, 
however,  be  made  of  the  evidence  of  the  increasing  neglect 
of  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  as  evidenced 
by  the  records  of  the  examination  of  entrants,  the  proportion 
nnvaccinated  having  increased  from  28  °;o  in  1909-10  to 
57.5  Qjo  in  1915-10. 

Another  condition  to  which  very  considerable  attention 
is  given  is  pediculosis.  The  table  (Table  B)  giving  the 
results  for  1916  indicates  the  amount  of  work  involved  in 
the  following-up  of  20,175  children,  of  whom  10.3  °jo  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  this  objectionable  condition  : by 
the  time  the  inspections  at  the  251  departments  had  been 
completed  the  Nurses  had  conducted  39,582  examinations 
and  12,080  notices  of  various  kinds  were  sent  to  parents. 
As  a general  result  of  the  work  of  the  past  eight  years — 
according  to  the  findingsof  the  School  Medical  Inspectors — - 
only  34  children  are  now  found  to  be  infected  for  every  100 
when  the  examinations  were  commenced.  There  appears 
to  have  been  slightly  greater  improvement  in  Rural  than 
in  Urban  areas,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  improvement  is 
greater  amongst  entrants  than  amongst  leavers,  there  would 
seem  to  be  reason  for  thinking  that  the  lesson  of  cleanliness 
has  in  some  measure  reached  the  homes.  According  to  the 
observations  of  the  Inspectors  the  results  as  regards  the 
degree  of  infection  are  even  more  marked,  as  they  inform 
me  that  now  they  very  rarely  see  a badly  infected  head. 

The  following  schools  appear  to  have  been  free  from 
cases  of  pediculosis  as  no  child  has  been  reported  as  being 
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infected  at  the  time  of  any  of  the  examinations  since 
Medical  Inspection  was  first  instituted  : —

Following-up  of  Cases. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  1916  effect  was  given  to  the 
proposals  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  whereby  District 
Nurses  are  now  more  closely  associated  with  public  nursing 
work,  including  School  Nursing,  and  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Visiting.  At  the  present  time  the  Nursing  staff 
engaged  in  school  work  consists  of  six  whole-time  County 
Nurses  and  75  District  Nurses,  all  of  whom  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  Children’s  Care  Committees,  where  these 
have  been  formed.  The  general  procedure  is  as  follows:— 

1.  At  the  time  of  the  examination  of  children  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors  send  notices  to  parents  as  to  conditions  requiring  at  tention. 

2.  Lists  of  the  children  requiring  treatment  are  sent  immediately  to 

(a)  the  Children’s  Care  Committee  or,  if  there  is  none,  the 

Managers ; and 

(b)  the  County  Nurse  or  District  Nurse. 

3.  Enquiries  are  made  by  the  Nurses  and  difficult  cases  are  referred  to  the- 
Care  Committee  or  Managers. 

4.  About  three  months  after  the  inspection,  the  sheets  with  the  reports 
are  returned,  to  me  and  are  examined.  Special  letters  are  then  sent 
to  any  parents  who  appear  to  require  further  encouragement. 
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5.  All  defective  children  are  re-examined  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors  at  their  succeeding  visits  to  the  respective  schools. 

Care  Committees  were  uewJy  appointed  for  three 
schools  during  19 L 6 and  one  gave  up,  the  total  number  at 
the  end  of  the  year  being  29<i.  There  are  still  100  schools 
for  which  no  committee  has  been  appointed,  but  it  has  been 
suggested  that,  as  District  Nurses  are  now  so  closely 
connected  with  School  Medical  Inspection,  there  would  be 
advantages  in  the  committees  of  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tions acting  as  Care  Committees,  and  it  is  hoped  this 
suggestion  will  be  adopted  wherever  it  appeals  desirable. 

During  1910  the  number  of  reports  received  from 
Children’s  Care  Committees  (81)  was  much  smaller  than  in 
previous  years,  partly  owing  to  the  demand  for  voluntary 
workers  in  other  directions  and  partly  because  in  some 
cases,  at  their  request,  the  reports  were  made  by  the 
County  Nurses.  The  results  are  mentioned  in  the  succeeding 
paragraph. 

Treatment. 

The  only  condition  for  which  treatment  is  provided 
by  the  Committee  is  disease  of  the  teeth  ; but  as  a result  of 
the  following-up  of  eases  a considerable  measure  of  success 
has  been  obtained  in  securing  the  treatment  of  ailing 
children. 


The  figures  given  in  Table  IV.  are  derived  from  the 
reports  of  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  on  the  re-examina- 
tion ol  “special"  cases  after  an  interval  of  approximately  a 
year.  From  them  it  appears  that  only  about  15  °jo  of  the 
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children  had  received  no  treatment:  this  is  the  lowest 
proportion  recorded  in  any  year,  the  next  lowest  being 
18.d  % in  1914.  Of  the  3,339  children  on  whom  reports 
were  made,  1,019  (81  %)  were  noted  as  cured,  1,329  (40%) 
as  improved  and  487  (Id  %)  as  unchanged. 

A close]1  examination  of  the  results  for  this  and  previous 
years  shows  a gratifying  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
children  receiving  more  or  less  satisfactory  treatment  for 
defective  conditions  of  the  nose  and  throat  to  74%  (cured 
38%  and  improved  30%)  in  1916,  only  22  % being  un- 
treated. As  regards  defective  conditions  of  the  eyes  and 
ears,  about  70  % of  eases  are  described  as  cured  and 
improved,  the  proportions  receiving  no  treatment  being 
vision  17  %,  and  ears  1 1 %. 

From  the  reports  of  Children’s  Care  Committees  and 
the  County  Nurses  made  about  three  months  after  the 
inspections,  approximately  50% had  had  treatment  by  that 
time,  but  in  only  a boost  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  cases 
was  the  treatment  regarded  as  satisfactory  : rather  less  than 
half  the  children  had  been  treated  by  their  usual  medical 
attendants  and  about  one-third  at  hospitals.  The  most 
comprehensive  view  of  the  results  is,  however,  to  be 
obtained  from  the  reports  of  the  School  Medical  Inspectors 
who  re-examine  all  defective  children,  the  summary  of  their 
findings  being  given  in  the  table. 

During  the  seven  years  of  School  Medical  Inspection 
approximately  7,000  children  have  been  reported  as  cured 
of  defects  to  which  attention  had  been  drawn  by  the  School 
Medical  Inspectors,  and  in  addition  very  many  other 
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children  had  received  attention,  though  the  condition 
could  not  be  described  as  cured.  In  producing  this  result, 
each  section  of  workers  have  had  their  share,  and  the  Com- 
mittee especially  appreciate  the  assistance  of  Children’s 
Care  Committees,  many  of  whom  do  such  useful  work. 
Particular  mention  should  be  made  this  year  of  the  numbers 
of  children  who  have  received  treatment  at  the  Gloucester 
Free  Hospital  for  Children,  owing  to  the  energy  of  Dr. 
Chesser  and  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Cuthbert,  who  readily 
agreed  to  treat  cases  sent  to  him. 

Dental  Treatment

The  general  results  in  the  two  years  agree  approxi- 
mately, but  the  proportion  of  children  requiring  treatment 
was  considerably  larger  in  1916  ((58 %)  than  in  1915  (48%). 
On  the  average  for  the  two  years  the  average  number  of

decayed  teeth  per  child  was  about  (5.  Associated  with  tire 
increase  in  the  disease  of  the  teeth  observed  during  1916 
was  evidence  of  inattention  to  the  condition  of  the  mouth, 
one-third  of  the  children  being  noted  as  having  dirty  teeth 
in  1916  as  against  about  one-fourth  in  1915;  there  was 
also  a rise  in  the  percentage  having  inflammation  of  the 
gums  from  28  to  35. 

The  total  number  of  children  treated  by  the  School 
Dentist  (Mr.  J.  Knowles)  since  he  commenced  his  duties  in 
October,  1914,  is  nearly  2,000.  Unfortunately,  as  the 
second  dentist  has  not  yet  been  appointed,  it  was  not 
possible  to  re-examine  during  1916,  the  children  vtho  were 
treated  the  previous  year.  Now,  however,  that  the  major 
part  of  the  county  has  been  covered  once,  it  is  felt  that  the 
most  advantageous  manner  in  which  Mr.  Knowles’  time  can 
be  employed  is  to  limit  the  work  for  the  present  to  the 
more  accessible  schools  and  to  follow  up  the  groups  of 
children  examined  and  treated  year  by  year  until  gradually 
all  in  attendance  at  school  will  be  under  review.  When 
the  conditions  are  more  favourable  and  the  second  dentist 
is  appointed,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  practicable  to  do 
this  all  over  the  county. 

As  in  previous  years  gratification  has  been  expressed 
at  the  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been  done,  and  in 
particular  the  ( hrencester  Children’s  Care  Committee  passed 
the  following  resolution  on  the  5th  August,  1915: — 

“The  Committee  consider  the  work  of  the  Dental  Surgeon,  Mr.  Knowles, 
has  been  an  unqualified  success,  and  that  it  lias  given  the  greatest  satisfaction 
both  to  the  children  and  their  parents,  and  they  wish  especially  to  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  tactful,  skilful  and  humane  way  in  which  the  work  was 
carried  out." 


In  the  following  covering  note  to  the  detailed  figures 
for  1916  Mr.  Knowles  expresses  his  desire  that  treatment 
was  accepted  more  generally  : the  proportion  was  very 
slightly  less  than  in  19]  5,  hut  from  the  returns  now  coming 
in  there  is  reason  for  thinking  that  improvement  will  he 
found  in  the  results  for  1917  : — 

In  presenting  my  report  of  the  work  done  during  year  ending  1916,  1 have 
very  little  to  add  to  my  previous  reports,  the  arrangements  being  practically 
identical  in  every  respect  with  other  years. 

The  number  of  children  examined  was  3,022,  about  the  same  number  as 
last  year,  whilst  those  requiring  treatment  is  slightly  in  excess  of  previous 
year,  viz.,  1763. 

1 have  continued  the  addresses  to  parents  before  examining  the  children, 
and  this  lias  been  much  appreciated,  about  74  % of  the  parents  of  children 
examined  being  present  at  the  inspection.  I very  much  regret  that  it  was 
found  impossible  to  re-examine  and  treat  children  seen  in  previous  year.  1 
hope,  however,  that  with  the  altered  arrangements  we  shall  be  enabled  to 
inspect  and  treat  a group  of  children  annually. 

The  number  of  children  treated  is  in  excess  of  last  year,  viz.,  1,030 
including  casuals.  At  the  same  time  I still  wish  for  a better  percentage  of 
acceptances  for  treatment,  and  feel  that  this  will  be  brought  about  if  children 
could  be  inspected  and  treated  annually. 

In  concluding,  1 wish  once  again  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  kind 
assistance,  and  all  others  who  have  helped  me  and  taken  such  great  interest  in 
my  work.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  amongst  the 
children  during  1916  was  less  than  in  any  year  of  which  I 
have  records  and,  except  for  measles  and  German  measles, 
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the  actual  numbers  of  cases  of  the  individual  diseases  were 
also  the  lowest.  There  was  a corresponding  drop  in  the 
numbers  of  schools  closed  on  account  of  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  from  206  in  1915,  a year  of  exceptional 
prevalence  of  infections,  to  128  in  1916:  the  numbers  of 
closures  for  different  diseases  will  be  found  in  Table  U. 

Records  are  kept  of  the  infectious  diseases  from  Which 
the  children  due- for  routine  examination  have  suffered, 
including  information  as  to  whether  they  had  had  the 
diseases  before  admission  to  an  elementary  school  or  during 
the  period  of  school  life  : an  analysis  of  the  results  obtained 
during  the  past  seven  years  shows  that  while  from  year  to 
year  there  are  more  or  less  marked  variations,  the  propor- 
tions given  in  the  following  table  in  the  main  hold  good

The  above  table  shows  that,  amongst  the  class  of 
children  attending  our  public  elementary  schools,  of  the 
diseases  considered  whooping  cough  alone  has  affected  more 
children  before  admission  to  the  schools  than  during  the 
period  of  school  life,  and  that  rather  less  than  half  who  had 
had  measles  and  chicken  pox  suffered  before  admission  to 
school.  Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  much  more 
distinctly  diseases  of  the  period  spent  by  children  in  the 
schools. 
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This  statement  confirms  the  conclusions  drawn  from 
an  analysis  which  was  made  in  1915  as  to  the  incidence 
of  attacks  of  infectious  disease  and  from  which  it  was  found 
that  the  attack  rates  of  measles,  whooping  cough  and 
chicken  pox  amongst  children  in  Standard  I.  and  infant 
departments  were  practically  double  the  rates  in  Standard 
11.  upwards.  Under  present  regulations,  to  avoid  loss  of 
grant  whole  departments  must  be  closed,  and  the  result  is 
unnecessary  interruption  in  the  instruction  of  the  older 
children  ; whereas,  in  many  cases  the  work  of  the  upper 
standards  could  be  carried  oil- — even  though  there  may  be 
an  outbreak  of  one  of  the  above  three  infectious  diseases 
amongst  the  younger  children — if  class  closure  could  be 
adopted  without  loss  of  grant. 

The  relative  incidence  of  the  different  diseases  is 
clearly  brought  out  in  the  last  column  of  the  table  given 
above,  which  shows  that  while  four-fifths  of  the  children 
have  measles  at  some  time  or  other,  and  one-half  have 
whooping  cough , only  one-third  have  chicken  pox,  one- tenth 
scarlet  fever,  and  one-twenty-fifth  have  diphtheria. 

As  regards  infectious  skin  conditions,  impetigo  shows 
no  signs  of  decrease,  but  the  numbers  of  cases  of  ringworm 
are  about  three-fourths  and  of  scabies  about  one-half  of 
what  they  were  in  the  early  days  of  medical  inspection.
